Man Lectures Before 


Hope Rotary Club 


Hcrnando dc Soto, Spanish explor- 


er who discovered the Mississippi riv- 
er in 1541 and came into Arkansas as 
far as Hot Springs, was described to 
members of Hope Rotary club Friday 
by Col. John R. Fordyce, engineer 
and historian of Hot Springs. 


Colonel Fordyce gave an illustrated 


lecture ij^'Jjhe;jrMn-' ft the Spanish 
adventurer, now he landed at Tampa, 
Fin., and pursued his. quest for gold 
through the Southern states as far as 
Hot Springs. 


DeSoto, so Colonel Fordyce remind- 


ed his listeners, was. a companion of 
Francisco Fixarro, conqueror of Peru. 
Plzarro was commander of the expe- 
dition that set out from Spain. He 
overran the native Incas who ruled 
Peru, forcing the Empor'or Atabalipa 
0495-1533), last of the Incas, to fill a 
room with gold before he obtained 
his release. 


But his own search for gold led 


DeSoto to land at Tampa. Fla., and 
strike through Georgia, North Caro- 
lina 
and 
Alabama. 
He wintered 


1540-41 in Eastern Mississippi. 


The spring of 1541 he heard that 


Spanish supply ships were waiting for 
him at Mobile, but afraid that iw his 
men reached the coast again they 
would return to Spain. DeSoto went 
up the Tom Bigbec river and reached 
the Mississippi near Helena, Ark. 


Indians drawn up for a battle block- 


ed the western shore of the river. 
DeSoto went upstream, built boats, 
drifted down again, and jumping the 
horses into shallow water, led his 
band through the hostile natives and 
succeeded in landing in Arkansas, 


The Spanish followed 
the 
river 


south as far as Lake Village, hen re- 
traced their steps 
as far 
as Hot 


Springs, where DeSoto spent about 30 
days. Neither the Spanish nor their 
Indian guides found any gold, how- 
ever, and they resumed their march 
to the gulf. Near Natchez, Miss., De- 
Soto fell ill, died and was buried. His 
band constructed thips and sailed 
down the Mississippi to the Gulf, and 
to Tampico, Mexiso, where they sailed 
back to Spain. 


During the lecture. Colonel Fordyce 


pointed out that at least one import- 
ant Arkansas highway ought to be re- 
named for its early Indian trails. The 
Choctaw Indian in Mississippi estab- 
lished communication with the Choc- 
taw tribes in western Arkansas by a 
route running through Lake Village, 
Monticello, Camden and Washington. 
This road should be named the Choc- 
taw, Colonel Fordyce suggested. 
,He was accompanied here from Hot 
Springs by Frank Stearns, well known 
bathhouse proprietor.

Mr. Doherty's suit was the climax of. 


a long and bitter feud between the 
famous Kansas-Missouri newspaper 
and the utilities magnate, the Star 
demanding that the Cities Service com- 
pany reduce its "war-time charges" 
to gas consumers in Kansas cities. 


Governor Woodring brought formal 


action against the Doherty companies 
seeking to compel them to cut the 
price of gas 10 cents. 


Mr. Doherty replied by denouncing 


the governor as "a -tool of the Kansas 
City Star." 


Stock Sale Suppressed 


The Kansas City Star's account of 


events leading up to Friday's lawsuit, 
follows: 


In a long blast telegraphed Gover- 


nor Woodring and'The Star Monday 
night, Doherty charged that the gov- 
ernor was threatening certain subsid- 
iaries of his company with receiver- 
ship. 


At the same time Doherty placed 


upon The Star responsibility for an 
order last week by the Kansas bank- 
ing department barring from sale in 
that-state alliCltfes-fijirvice'lcurb'stocfc" 
except first preferretU In a telegram 
to Postmaster General Brown, the oil 
and gas magnate urged The Star be 
barred from the mail. 


The state's securities order, perform- 


ance of which has been temporarily 
restrained by the Shawnce County 
(Kansas) district court, was issued last 
week shortly after Doherty attorneys 
asked a delay in their negotiations 
with Governor Woodring concerning 
the proposed lower rates. This delay 
the Kansas executive termed "tanta- 
mount" to'a refusal of his demand. 


Must Show Stock Values 


The Kansas banking department 


said the Cities Service concern would 
be required to show the value of its 
stocks before they were reinstated. A 
court hearing has been set for July 
J3 in Topeka.

Doherty said the governor had "in 


some ways been peremptory and ar- 
bitrary." 


Mr. Doherty also wired to Robert

calling attention to what he called 
Governor Woodrlng"s threat to throw 
certain Cities Service subsidiaries in- 
to receivership. 


He said Cities Service was interest- 


ed in the building of a 100-million- 
dollar natural gas pipeline to Chicago 
and other cities, on the construction 
of which some 10,000 persons were en- 
gaged. 


Telegram to Lamont 


The telegram to Secretary Lamont 


read in part: 


"You, 
as I know, are charged by 


President Hoover with the responsi- 
bility of trying to lessen the stress of 
the present depression and I think 
you should proceed against men like 
Governor Woodring and The Kansas 
City Star in no unmistakable man- 
ner."

Soft Rock For Hard Concrete, 


That's Engineers' New Rule 


iT.?, Ind.— 0?J) -Possibili- 


ties of grcatiy extended use of con- 
crete for highways and other build- 
ing purposes . is •' revealed with an- 
nouncement at rPurdue .University that 
stone softer than that 'hereloborR aj- 
.ceptcd .as good can-be used in .con- 
crete mixtures. 


In. most cases this softer s^oixe ac- 


tually has produced stronger concrete 
than is obtained with the flint-lfke 
stone generally accepted as standarji, 


The idea that good concrete 


hard gravel or rock has .existed ; 
since the making of concrete sb^ 
general. Engineers and others' ;gathei^ 
,ed the idea from the hard rpck used 
as railway balast. 
, 
• 


Experiments in the civil engineer- 


ing laboratory at 'Purdue University! 
however, have shown this belief to be 
questionable. 


These tests showed'that softer stone, 


which will absorb water but still 
withstand the weather, makes strong- 
er concrete than rock so hard as to 
bo impervious. 


In the laboratory of Prof 5. C. Hoi- 


lister there are sample concrete slabs 
mad,e out ;of sand, gravel or stone, 
stronger than some natural s,tQn.e. 


To gain' strength, Prof, HbUister 


found, the consent must adhere firmly 
to the stones whiph ,ar,e part of it. 
Extremely hard, flinty stones are imi- 
pervious, and hold a wall of water 
around them, preventing the strongest 
union of cetnent. 


Where the stone is slightly softer, 


the water penetrates it and <thc union 
>of stone and oenjent is much stronger. 


The cement not only obtains a bet- 


ter grip on -the softer stone, but im- 


the water from the mortar. This 
makes for belter "curing" of newly 
laid concrete slab, and this prolongs 
the curing process. 


These factors act in sequence to im- 


prove the quality of the concrete. 
1 Concrete • cylinders made with the 
hard flint-Jike stones were found to 
stand a pressure of about 3.600 pounds 
per square ;inch. Cylinders yd*h the 
proper kinds of softer stone stood as 
much as 5,000 .pounds pressure per 
sqOiare inch.
